Nagel, of St. Louis, a member of the 
arbitration board, and he brought out 
the statem ent as to homes owned in 
Minneapolis. 
B. P. Young, a Union Pacific engi­ 
neer running out of Salina, Kas., tes­ 
tified as to the "surprise test,” wfrlch 
the arbitrators are asked to elimi­ 
nate. 
The test consists of a sudden 
display of a danger signal merely as 
a test of vigilance of the engineer. 
Young said that two of them had 
been tried on him since the Kansas 
law forbidding 
them 
was 
passed. 
“One near Salina was a fair test,” 
said the witness. 
“The second case 
was different. It was near New’ Cam­ 
bria, Kas. 
I could not see the red 
light until I was almost on it, too late 
to stop the train, but of course I did 
the best I could. 
But it was a bad 
experience.” 
“Those were the only times the 
test has been made on you in thirteen 
years?” asked Jam es M. Sheehan, at­ 
torney for the railroads.
